FOREWORD 


DR.  ILO  GIACOMO  NUNES,  Knight  Officer  of  the  Crown  of 
Itah',  has  for  the  past  decade  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the 
art  world  of  Rome,  entertaining  the  amateurs  and  connoisseurs, 
the  literati  and  the  royalt}'  of  his  native  land,  as  well  as  the  strangers 
within  their  gates,  in  a  most  delightful  manner,  amidst  the  very  con- 
genial surroundings  of  his  superb  apartments  in  the  heart  of  the 
world's  revered  art  center  from  time  immemorial — the  Palazzo  Orsini. 

Dr.  Xunes  has  now  brought  the  collection  which  graced  his 
palatial  home,  and  which  he  assembled  with  discretion  as  well  as 
enthusiasm  from  among  the  most  notable  collections  of  Northern  Italy, 
the  Stroganoff,  the  Malmignati  and  the  Noseda  Collections  chief 
among  them,  to  America  for  dispersal  through  the  medium  of  the 
American  Art  Association,  Inc. 

It  is  a  fortunate  circumstance  for  serious  art  collectors  that  Dr. 
Nunes  has  decided  to  share  with  us  his  treasures,  and  we  take  great 
pleasure  in  announcing  this  exhibition  and  sale  of  his  collection. 

An  article  which  appeared  in  both  the  Roman  Carnet  Mondain 
and  the  Idea  Nazionale  may  be  of  interest  in  presenting  at  least  a  bit 
of  the  atmosphere  of  the  collection  as .  viewed  in  the  setting  given  it 
by  Dr.  Nunes : 

"In  a  labyrinth  of  narrow  streets  dominated  by  the  loges  and 
terraces  of  the  old  palaces  constituting  the  heart  of  ancient  Rome, 
between  the  Capitol,  resplendent  with  the  glories  of  centuries  and  of 
Michelangelo,  and  the  island  of  San  Bartolommeo,  which  in  the  midst 
of  the  Tiber  looks  like  an  immense  petrified  ship,  the  eye  of  the 
passerby  is  attracted  by  the  gigantic  mass  of  an  amphitheatre — it 
is  the  theatre  of  Marcellus,  dedicated  by  Octavianus  Augustus,  the 
Imperator,  adventurous  lord  of  the  world,  to  Marcellus,  son  of  his 
sister,  Octavia.  Destined  at  first  to  public  meetings  and  the  drama, 
it  was  the  first  monument  built  in  Travertino  stone.  The  great  colon- 
,  nade  on  the  outside  and  the  immense  rooms  inside  give  distinct  impres- 
I  sion  of  the  strength  and  grandeur  of  Rome.  Inside  the  amphitheatre, 
between  the  towers  of  the  Pierleoni  fortress,  the  genial  architect  of 
the  Renaissance,  Baldassare  Peruzzi,  built  the  Savelli  Palace,  later 
acquired  by  the  Orsini  family,  which  to-day  is  among  the  greatest 
landmarks  of  the  'Eternal  City.' 

"Dr.  Ilo  Giacomo  Nunes,  Knight  Officer  of  the  Crown  of  Italy  and 


a  ])u})il  of  Adolfo  Vcnturi,  the  greatest  art  critic  in  Italy,  has  his 
home  there.    His  apartment  is  among  the  finest  in  beauty  and  atmo- 
sphere, being  the  creation  of  his  own  impeccable  taste,  each  piece 
therein  having  been  selected  with  the  sure  judgment  of  his  art  knowl- 
edge.   Dr.  Nunes'  collection  has  a  wide  range,  from  a  Roman  sarco- 
phagus to  the  Hispano-Moresque  gold  lustre  plaque  of  the  Noseda 
Collection,  a  unique  specimen ;  from  the  Flemish  tapestries  to  the 
beautiful  wood  panels  of  the  Stroganoff  Collection ;  from  the  great 
Gothic  cabinets  to  the  finest  miniatures,  each  a  masterpiece  of  a  dif- 
ferent artist,  from  a  bronze  statuette  of  Gianbologna  to  a  rare  terra-| 
cotta  bust  by  Laurana,  from  a  Cafaggiolo  vase  worthy  of  the  greatest) 
museum  to  a  marvelous  set  of  flower  paintings — every  piece  has  a  his- 
tory.    The  Noseda  Collection  of  Milan,  the  Malmignati  of  Lendi- 
nara  and  the  Stroganoff  of  Rome  have  contributed  largely  to  th( 
formation  of  this  unique  ensemble,  housed  in  the  fine  Cinquecento 
salons,  the  Venetian  rooms  and  in  the  great  frescoed  gallery  (en 
hanced  by  the  incomparable  great  gilded  bed  with  columns)  whicl 
leads  to  the  salle  doree,  in  Dr.  Nunes'  home.    This  collection  has  beeil 
visited  and  enjoyed  for  years  by  great   artists   and  international 
society ;  in  his  home  Dr.  Nunes  is  often  host  to  large  gatherings,  ar 
conferences  and  reunions  held  there  which  have  made  his  apartmen 
in  the  Orsini  Palace  a  real  center  for  art,  science  and  society."

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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  -vvhioh  is  not  coinmonsurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  Injuriously.

Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

\  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
pavmen't  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

YI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss.

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  givpu. 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
ot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
iation,  a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
e  given. 

Priced  ratalos:ues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
urnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  Avith  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ng  the  necessarv  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association. 

These  conditions  of  sale  cannot  be  altered  except  by  the  auctioneer  or  by  an  officer
